1.  The  Books  of  Entry  will  be  opened  at  the  office  of  C.  L. 
Shimer,  Secretary,  at  Bethlehem.  Penna.,  on  Monday,  September 
1,  1891;  those  on  Live  Stock  will  be  closed  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 16,  1891,  at  11  o'clock  p.  m.  Those  for  all  other  articles  on 
Monday,  September  21,  1891,  at  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  when  all  exhibits 
must  be  on  the  ground.  After  that  time  the  books  will  be  posi- 
tiveh^  closed  against  all  new  entries  in  all  the  classes,  and  cannot 
be  inspected  by  any  person,  excej^t  the  proper  officers,  until  the 
awards  shall  have  been  announced. 

2.  Blank  forms  of  entrj^  will  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  on 
application,  such  forms  to  be  filled  up  by  the  exhibitors,  and  en- 
tered in  the  entrj^  books  by  the  Secretary  or  Entry  Clerks,  under 
the  proper  classification. 

3.  At  10  o'clock  a.  m.  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  September 
22  and  23,  the  horses  of  all  classes  and  the  mules  contending  for 
premiums,  will  be  judged  according  to  the  arrangement  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Horses. 

4.  A  Cavalcade  will  be  held  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  on  each  day  of 
the  exhibition,  when  all  horses  and  mules  entered  for  exhibition 
must  be  on  the  Trial  Course,  except  horses  entered  for  speed. 

5.  Members  of  this  Society,  and  their  children  under  21  years 
of  age,  can  enter  articles  or  animals  free  of  charge;  all  other  ex- 
hibitors will  be  required  to  pay  $1.00.  All  competitors,  both  mem- 
bers and  others,  must  pay  stall  and  coop  rents,  and  for  entrance 
money  for  speed,  as  provided  for  in  the  Department  of  Horses  and 
Poultry. 

6.  All  articles  exhibited  must  remain  on  the  grounds  until  4 
o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  last  day  of  the  exhibition ;  if  removed  prior 
to  that  time,  without  the  consent  of  the  President  and  Secretary, 
the  exhibitor  will  forfeit  all  premiums  awarded  to  him. 

7.  Animals  or  articles  entered  for  exhibition  must  have  cards 
attached  with  corresponding  numbers  as  entered  in  the  books  at 
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ADVERTISEMENTS.

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the  Secretary's  office.  The  length  of  time  Live  Stock  shall  have 
been  owned  by  the  owner  must  be  entered  on  the  cards. 

8.  All  articles  offered  for  competition  must  be  owned  by  the 
competitors,  and  must  have  been  owned  by  them  at  least  thirty 
days  before  the  Fair,  except  Live  Stock,  which  must  be  owned  at 
the  time  of  exhibition,  and  must  have  been  owned  and  kept  by  the 
exhibitor  at  least  three  months  previous  to  the  Fair.  All  grains, 
fruits,  vegetables,  and  flowers  must  be  the  growth  of  the  com- 
petitors. * 

9.  Competition  open  to  the  world  except  in  classes  otherwise 
specified. 

10.  All  articles  on  exhibition  in  the  house  and  floral  depart- 
ment shall  have  no  names  of  exhibitors  on  the  cards,  only  the 
numbers  of  the  exhibitors,  corresponding  with  those  on  the  entry 
books. 

11.  No  animal  wdll  be  allowed  to  be  entered  in  the  name  of  any 
other  person  than  the  bona  fide  owner;  and  no  animal  of  less  age 
than  specified  in  any  class  can  be  entered  in  such  class;  and  if  they 
should  be  entered  in  violation  of  this  rule,  they  will  not  be  j^er- 
mitted  to  receive  a  premium,  although  awarded  them  by  the  jury. 

12.  For  all  stock  entered  for  competition,  hay,  water,  oats  and 
corn  will  be  furnished  on  the  grounds  free  of  charge;  except  for 
horses  that  do  not  appear  daily  on  the  Cavalcade,  fifty  cents  a  da}^ 
will  be  charged  for  feed.  And  for  all  animals  entered  for  speed, 
hay,  water  and  straw  only  will  be  furnished. 

13.  Every  care  will  be  taken  to  protect  the  animals  and  articles 
exhibited  fi'om  all  injury,  but  the  Society  will  not  in  any  way  hold 
itself  responsible  for  accidents,  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  or  theft, 
whatever  may  be  the  cause  or  the  extent  of  the  damage  or  loss  sus- 
tained. 

14.  Animals  affected  by  or  having  been  exposed  to  contagious 
diseases,  or  are  considered  unworthy,  will  be  excluded  or  ordered 
from  the  grounds  by  the  Advising  Committee  on  Live  Stock. 

15.  The  Juries  may,  in  all  cases,  require  exhibitors  of  animals  to 
show  them  outside  of  the  stalls  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

16.  No  person  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  Juries,  and 
any  person  interfering,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  will  be  excluded 
from  competition  and  forfeit  all  premiums.

All  the  attendants  and  employes  are  required  to  present  a 
neat  appearance,  show  due  respect  to  the  officers,  and  treat  all  vis- 
itors with  courteousness. 

18.  All  premiums  awarded  that  are  not  lifted  within  sixty  days 
after  the  close  of  the  Fair  will  be  forfeited  and  revert  to  the  Society. 

19.  Stall  and  coop  rents  will  be  charged  as  follows:  For  all 
horses,  mares  or  geldings  above  two  years  of  age,  except  horses  en- 
tered for  speed,  one  dollar  a  head,  and  stallions  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  a  head;  for  poultry,  one  dollar  for  each  breeding  pen,  fifty 
cents  for  each  pair  of  fowls  and  chicks,  and  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  pair  of  pigeons. 


INSTRUCTIONS  TO  JURIES  OF  AWARD. 


1.  No  attention  will  be  given  by  the  Juries  to  any  article  or 
■animal  without  its  card  or  number. 

2.  The  Juries  shall  not  go  beyond  the  Premium  List  in  any 
case  whatever,  but  may  recommend  special  premiums  subject  to 
the  decision  of  the  Revising  Committee. 

3.  The  Jury  on  Non-Enumerated  Articles  will  award  such  pre- 
miums as  they  think  projaer,  only  on  articles  of  merit. 

4.  The  Jury  on  Agricultural  Products  will  give  a  preference  to 
such  varieties  as  are  adapted  to  the  interest  of  the  farmer,  regard 
being  had  to  yield,  quality  and  market  value  thereof. 

5.  The  Juries  on  all  animals  will  have  regard  to  the  symmetry, 
early  maturity,  size,  general  qualities  and  characteristics  of  the 
breeds  which  they  inspect.  They  will  make  clue  allowance  for  the 
effects  of  feeding  and  other  circumstances  on  the  character  and  con- 
dition of  the  animals.  No  premiums  shall  be  awarded  to  animals 
that  are  spavined,  ringboned  or  blind.

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6.  The  various  Juries  are  requested  to  be  careful  to  notice  nil 
meritorious  animals  or  articles  exhibited  in  their  respective  classes. 
They  are  directed  to  attach  to  the  animal  or  article,  to  which  a 
prize  or  premium  is  awarded,  a  ribbon  or  rosette  to  live  stock,  and 
a  card  to  other  articles,  indicating  by  its  color  the  prize  or  premium 
awarded:  Blue  to  indicate  First  Premium;  Red — Second  Pre- 
mium; and  White — Third  Premium. 

7.  The  members  of  the  various  Juries  will  assemble  at  the  office 
of  the  Secretary,  at  the  Fair  House,  on  Tuesda}^  September  22,  at 
10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  bring  with  them  the  Annual  Premium  List, 
with  which  they  have  been  furnished,  in  order  to  proceed  to  busi- 
ness, and  are  instructed  to  make  their  report  to  the  Secretary  as 
soon  as  possible.  They  are  requested  to  mark  an  X  on  each  cai'd 
after  the  examination  of  an  article. 

8.  No  premiums  shall  be  awarded  to  any  animals  or  articles  in 
reference  to  which  the  exhibitor  has  made  any  material  false  state- 
ment. 

9.  No  animal  or  article  can  take  more  than  one  premium  unless 
specially  provided  for  in  the  Premium  List.  The  Juries  will  in  all 
cases,  whether  there  be  competition  or  not,  award  only  such  pre- 
mium as  they  think  proper,  either  first  or  second,  as  the  merit  of 
the  animal  or  article  may  warrant,  or  withold  it  altogether  if  in 
their  judgment  the  exhibit  is  unworthy. 

10.  No  person  shall  act  as  Juror  upon  any  animal  or  article  in 
which  he  may  be  interested  as  exhibitor,  the  agent  or  employe  of 
an  exhibitor,  or  otherwise,  and  no  award  shall  be  valid  or  paid  in 
any  case  where  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  any  member  of  tlie 
Jury  is,  or  was  at  the  time,  interested  as  exhibitor,  owner,  or  other- 
wise, in  the  class  of  articles  or  animals  to  which  the  award  was 
made.

Any  attempt  to  evade  this  rule,  as  in  borrowing  one  or  more  birds  of  a 
coop,  or  in  buying  with  the  understanding  that  the  birds  shall  be  returned  after 
the  exhibition,  or  that  they  shall  be  returned  unless  sold,  or  on  any  other  condition, 
or  any  false  statement  as  to  age,  will  exclude  all  coops  entered  by  the  ofiending 
party  if  discovered  in  time,  and  if  not,  premiums  will  be  withheld,  and  such  offen- 
der shall  be  excluded  from  exhibiting  at  any  future  exhibition  of  this  Society. 
In  no  case  will  premiums  be  awarded  where  the  specimen  does  not  come  up  to  the 
following  rule:  First  premium  birds  must  scale  not  less  than  160  points  a  pair. 
Second  premium  birds  must  scale  not  less  than  150  points  a  pair.  The  Revised 
American  Standard  of  Excellence  shall  be  the  guide  of  the  Judges  upon  all  varieties 
described  therein.

In  order  to  define  what  constitutes  a  trotting-bred  horse  and  to  establish  a  breed 
■  of  trottere  on  a  more  intelligent  basis,  the  following  rules  are  adopted  to  control 
admission  to  the  records  of  pedigrees.  When  an  animal  meets  the  requirements 
of  admission  and  is  duly  registered,  it  shall  be  accepted  as  a  standard  trotting- 
bred  animal. 

First. — Any  stallion  that  has  himself  a  record  of  two  minutes  and  thirty  seconds 
(2.30)  or  better,  provided  any  of  his  get  has  a  record  of  2.35  or  better,  or  provided 
his  sire  or  dam  is  already  a  standard  animal. 

Second. — Any  mare  or  gelding  that  has  a  record  of  2.30  or  better. 
Third. — Any  horse  that  is  the  sire  of  two  animals  with  a  record  of  2.30  or  better. 
Fourth. — Any  horse  that  is  the  sire  of  one  animal  with  a  record  of  2.30  or  better, 
provided  he  has  either  of  the  following  additional  qualifications: 

1 —  A  record,  himself,  of  2:35  or  better. 

2 —  Is  the  sire  of  two  other  animals  with  a  record  of  2:35  or  better. 

3 —  Has  a  sire  or  dam  that  is  already  a  standard  animal. 

Fifth. — Any  mare  that  has  produced  an  animal  with  a  record  of  2:30  or  better. 

Sixth. — The  progeny  of  a  standard  horse  when  out  of  a  standard  mare. 

Seventh. — The  female  progeny  of  a  standard  horse  when  out  of  a  mare  by  a  standard 
horse. 

Eighth. — The  female  progeny  of  a  standard  horse  when  out  of  a  mare  whose  dam 
2s  a  standard  mare. 

Ninth. — Any  mare  that  has  a  record  of  2:35  or  better,  and  whose  sire  or  dam  is  a 
standard  animal.
